During Elba Board of Education meeting 


Money becomes main focus 


eel 
by Ferrin Cox, Publisher 


The Elba City School Board 
met last Thursday evening, 
Nov. 6, in a meeting. normally 
scheduled for the second Tues- 
day, which: would have been 
Now 11". 

Money was the controlling 
force of the meeting as board 
members’ received updates. on 
the regular financial: status of 
the schools’ operations and 
questioned Superintendent 
Danny. . Weeks ~ extensively 
about. the huge 25% cut in'state 
funds received in November. 

Weeks explained that the in- 
formation, from the state. de- 
partment of education’ was 
received just days before pay- 
rolls were due. He acknowl- 
edged having to borrow from 


- the Capital Projects funds to:be 


able >to. meet. this sudden 


~ $100,000 cut in state funds just 


as payroll checks were being 
processed for all school em- 
ployees. 

Weeks’ said the recently 
passed statewide amendment to 
increase the Rainy Day Fund 
borrowing power will help the 
expected; revenue _ shortfall 
across the state but will not 
solve the problem. He ‘noted 
thatthe money will have to be 
paid back in the'next six years, 
further~ squeezing education 
funds. 

The school system is also 
still awaiting transfer of sales 
tax funds collected by the City 
of Elba amounting to almost 


$200,000. City officials report 
they too are having cash flow ° 


problenis and have been unable 
to catch up on this obligation, 
This originally was caused by 
less than expected money being 
transferred from the Elba utility 
board, which experienced sev- 
eral unexpected large expenses 
and rate increases during the 
past year, The city has begun to 
pay the current tax receipts but 
has'not yet been able to give the 
school those back funds. 

Weeks said that even a 5% 
cut in state funds will cost the 
Elba schools over $20,000 per 
month or, about $250,000: a 
year, 

Such a cut would first: hit 
teacher aides, lunchroom and 
janitorial staff, all of which 
would have to: be cut, just to 
balance the budget as-required 
by State law. Teachers are under 
contract for one year and will 
receive their annual pay, agdin 
as required by law. 

Weeks said the entire staff 
was working to reduce utility 
expenses as much as possible 
by cutting off; lights, heating 
and air conditioning when not 
needed, etc. 

The: board ‘approved borrow- 
ing money from Troy Bank and 


Trust to replace the funds taken” 


from’ the Capital Projects/ac- 
count, This loan was approved 
with a 4.75% interest rate, 

The superintendent also re- 
ported delaying the'start of the 
After School, Program. after 
being told by state officials they 
“didn’t know when Elba would 
get the $175,000'federal grant 
money” already approved for 
this project. Those funds are ex-

Food plots 
play major role 
in deer hunting 


By Chris Nix, Wildlife Biolo- 
gist, Division of Wildlife and 
Freshwater fisheries 


One of the busiest times for 


deer hunters'in Alabama is the - 


month of October: Many rush 
out at this time to get food plots 
planted for the upcoming deer 
season. Food plots play a major 
roll for most hunters in the state, 
but are they the most productive 
way.to provide quality nutrition 
for a deer herd? Many landown- 
ers and hunting clubs are not 


aware of, or have never consid- , 


ered, the opportunities for im- 
proving food sources for deer 
through management of native 
vegetation. Nothing has to be 
planted and managing native, 
wild vegetation can be the easi- 
est, most cost-effective way to 
give the deer population a high 
quality, year round food source. 


The white-tailed deer relies’ 


heavily on native forage to sur- 
vive throughout the year, Deer 
are very selective: feeders and 
feed on various types of grasses, 
forbs, shrubs, vines, and fruits. 


The preference that deer have 
for certain foods usually is di- . 


rectly related to the palatability 
and nutritional content. of the 
food. In much of Alabama, only 
small amounts of preferred na- 
tive plants are available due to 
poor habitat management prac- 

tices, Landowners and man- 

agers. can reduce or climinate 
the problems associated with 


malnutrition by improving the. 
quality and quantity of desirable.
